More Than IOO Shawls, 
Coverlets And Other 
Pieces Are Being 
Shown. 


UNIQUE DESIGNS 
ARE ON EXHIBIT 


Local Instructor

Quilts, coverlets and shawls in al­ 
most every conceivable design and 1 
color, representing the old and mod­ 
ern in that form of handiwork, were 
placed on display In the social room 
of 
the 
Gettysburg 
Presbyterian 
church this afternoon. 
Many of the quilts, of which there 
are more than IOO displayed, repre­ 
sent hours and hours of tedious toil 
on the part of some woman or 
group of women, and, aside from 
their sentimental value, have real 
worth in dollars and cents. 
One of the finest examples of 
quilting is that exemplified in the 
exhibit of Miss Margaret McMillan, 
of Gettysburg. Her quilt, which is 
more than IOO years old, has 25 dif­ 
ferent 
designs, 
each 
apparently 
made by some woman and then all 
brought together and quilted. Some 
of the women who made sections of 
this quilt signed their names to the 
section they made. 
Unusual Designs 
Among the designs shown in the 
quilts are the flying goose, the sin­ 
gle and double Irish chain, the dou­ 
ble star, the crow’s foot, the tulip, 
to mention just a few of the many, 
many patterns. 
Some of the quilts show beautiful 
applique work, while others 
were 
made by padding the designs, a task 
requiring infinite patience. 
The most gorgeously colored ex­ 
hibits are the crazy quilts of which 
there are 15 or 20 on display. The 
colors in this section of the exhibit 
run riot, with gold, black and red 
predominating. 
Quilt Escapes Fire 
Among a number of quilts and 
coverlets displayed by Mrs. Donald 
P. McPherson is one which belonged 
to her 
great-grandmother. 
This 
quilt was given to a Mrs. James 
Austin in Chambersburg in 1854 for 
safe-keeping before that town was 
burned by the confederates. 
The 
quilt survived the conflagration al­ 
though on the reverse side it shows 
scorch marks from the Are. 
One quilt, displayed by Mrs. Wil 
Ham Lott, has the names of a large 
number of women, who evidently 
helped fashion it, written on it. 
The section of baby quilts is es 
pee rally interesting.

beautiful 
shawls, some of them made in India, 
arc on exhibition. A wedding shawl, 
one of a number shown, was worn 
by the great-great-grandmother of 
Howard Sheller, Hanover street, on 
lier wedding day more than 150 
years ago. 
A large coverlet, made in India 
many years ago, is shown beside a 
modem Indian print and shows the 
contrast between the ancient and 
modern art in that country.

“The postmaster, or some one p r ­ 
ison designated by him, should see 
that lien points are replaced at least 
once each day where they are used 
to

considerable extent, and 
more frequently wliere necessary. 
Postoffice patrons are entitled to this 
consideration and it is particularly 
desirable tim t special attention be 
given thereto. 
A bulletin notice 
once each m onth or two, for an ex­ 
tended period, is suggested. 
“Please see to it th a t postoffiees 
are served prom ptly and iii sufficient 
quantities with Hie necessary pen­ 
holders, pen points and ink to the 
end th a t there may be no com plaint 
of insufficient supplies.”

It isn’t the m istakes of a m an th at live—but the things th a t bene­ 
fited the world. 
We w ant to know about the mistakes all the s a m e - 
just for sake of background! 
We like to feel th at our friend is a hum an being like unto us. but also 
th at he has qualities we, too, hope to possess. 
Im perfections of conduct 
and character count only as they form a contrast for the nobler qualities 
of a hum an being. 
At once we fear and distrust the m an or woman who 
never makes m istakes. 
It was Cecil Rhodes who said th a t he probably m ade more mistakes 
th an any m an he knew of—but he paid no attention to them ! 
I wonder 
where any of us would be if \Ve worried too m uch about our m istakes and 
our im perfections. 
Each day should refresh our mind and heart. Every yesterday should 
be buried—w ithout any foolish ceremony, at that. 
The im perfections along the highway should be a w arning to keep 
clear and “travel in the middle of the road.” And when it comes to our 
friends, or to ourselves, they should act as a light to guide us to the bet­ 
ter way. 
Im perfections m elt into oblivion in the course of time.

Benwood, 16 Days En Route 
From Boston, Reaches Port 


Baltimore, 
March 
15—Bringing 
his ship to anchor in Baltimore 
Monday after a sixteen-day battle 
with continuous gales which blew’ 
up twelve hours after he had sail­ 
ed for this port from Lynn, Massa­ 
chusetts, Caph Bernard Danielson, 
of the Norwegian steamer Benwood, 
reported 
himself 
ready 
to 
fling 
down a challenge to Captain Van- 
derdecken, the Flying Dutchman of 
legendary fame. 
"I guess I'm the Flying Norwe­ 
gian,” Captain Danielson said grimly 
after he had recounted t he-t wo 


he asserted, tile 
ship-drifted over 
sixty miles. 
It was these two days of drifting, 
interrupted by a single day’s steam­ 
ing. in which he tried to regain the 
first sixty miles that brought the 
Benwood so close to Bermuda that 
Captain Danielson elected to head 
for the latter island in order to re­ 
bunker. 
When the Benwood sailed 
from 
Lynn, according to Captain Dan­ 
ielsen, she had twice as much coal 
in her bunkers than usually Is 
weeks’ struggle to keep his ship s t n(*ec*ed 
steaming to Baltimore.

MAY PAY INCOME 
TAXES,MARCH 31 


Extension Of Time Is Wel­ 
come By Many Taxables; 
Small Interest Charge. 


W ashington, M arch 15,—The bu- 
leau of internal revenue 
Tuesday 
granted a reprieve to income tax ­ 
payers of the country and extended 
Hie tim e in which they may file 
their 
returns, without penalty, to 
M arch 31. T he banking crisis was 
given as the cause. 
W hile according taxpayers time 
beyond Tuesday, 
the 
date fixed 
by law, in which to file their re­ 
ta in and pay one-fourth of the tax 
due on 
1932 incomes, 
the bureau 
was required by the same law to 
compel the paym ent of six per cent 
interest on the am ount due M arch 
15. 
The law requires collection of in­ 
terest a t the rate of six per cent a 
year, or one half of one per cent a 
m onth. 
Actually, therefore, 
those 
unable to file their return and make 
the paym ent of one-fourth of their 
tax today will be assessed interest 
am ounting to one-fourth of one per 
cent on the payment th at has been 
deferred. 
The text of the regulations aid: 
“To collectors of Internal revenue 
a rd others concerned: 
“In accordance with the provi­ 
sions of Section ;»3 of tile revenue 
act of 1932. an e> tension of time 
for filing incom e-tax returns for in ­ 
dividuals, fiduciaries an dcorpora- 
Uons for the calehdar year of 1932 
is hereby granted up to and includ­ 
ing M arch 31, 1933. and the return 
so filed shall be accompanied by 
at least one-fourth of the tax. to ­ 
gether 
with 
interest 
on 
such 
am ount at the rate of six per cent 
per annum from M arch 15, 1933.”
